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REMARKS 

Favorable reconsideration and allowance of the subject application are respectfully 
requested in view of the following remarks. 
Summary of the Office Action 

Claims 13-16 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shin et 
al (U.S. Patent No. 6,086,443). 

Claim 17 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shin et al. 
in view of Nakahara et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,104,467). 

Claims 1, 2, 4-8 and 10-12 are allowed. 
Summary of the Response to the Office Action 

This amendment proposes to cancel claims 13-17 without prejudice or disclaimer. Upon 
entry of this paper, claims 1, 2, 4-8, and 10-12 would be pending. 
The Disposition of the Claims 

Applicant appreciates the Examiner's allowance of claims 1, 2, 4-8 and 10-12 as noted on 
page 4 of the Final Office Action. While Applicant agrees that these claims are allowable and 
patentably distinguish over the prior art, Applicant respectfully does not acquiesce that 
patentability resides only in the features expressed in the paragraph beginning at page 4, line 1 1 
of the Final Office Action, nor that each and every feature recited in the claims is required for 
patentability.
